bntruelpe and falſly at the leaſte the ſumme of, xl. M. poundes, foꝛ parte 
whereofthe ſame Sir William Sharington vpon his owne confeſſion 
s attainted of treaſon accoꝛding vnto your graces lawes.to whiche ſaide 
tratterous actes the ſaide Loꝛde Jdmirall did not onelye abbet and p⸗o⸗ 
the ſameſir William Sharington labouringe him that he ſhoulde 

Net almuche money from time to time into his handes foꝛ higpurpoſe 
he coulde, ſo that he might euer haue a good maſſe in areadynes, _ 
alſo 
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alſo ſithe the time of the ſaid treaſans and traiterours actes, ſo done by 
ſaide ſir William Sharington: The ſaide Loꝛde Admirall hauinge per⸗ 
tect knowledge therof aſ well by the declaration of the moſt part of pour 
highnes Counſail,as by ſome of hisowne counſaile learned hath traite 
rouſlyecomfozted,aided,afſiſted , and maintained the ſaide ſir Wylliam 
Sharington , in his laide trayterous Acte and faultes againſte youre

Finally moſt gracious ſoueraigne I oꝛd it were to muche and ouer 
tedious to moleſt and trouble your excellent Maieſtie either with tht 
remẽbꝛaunte of his euill dooinges in his office ofthe Admiraltte, wherin 
he hath ſo manifeſtly reteipted maintained aided and comfozted ſund?? 
pirates, andtaken to his ovone vſe the goodes piratouſly taken againſt 
your lawes, and expꝛeſſely againſte the ozders determined bythe Loꝛde 
Pꝛotectoꝛ andthe whole Counſail, whereunto his owne hand hath ** 
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fo2 the reſtitucion ofthem : whereby he hath moved, almoſte all Pꝛintes 
Chuſtian to conteiue a grudge and diſpleaſure, and by open wartes to 
ceeke remedies at their cone handes to the great trouble, and daunger 
of our mateſtie, pour tealmes and domintons, andto the great charge, 
olle. and diſqruiete of peur moſte louing@ faythfull Subiettes and to 
the perill ol bzeakinge of the Leagues, iind treates of amitie, betwirte 
your maieſtie x other foꝛein pzinces,as their Ambaſſadours, here haue 
plainly detlared and as pꝛeſent experience teacheth. Oꝛ to expꝛeſſt hys 
vnnumerable vntruthes, falſhodes, and deceitfull pꝛactiſeg, diſtouetyng 
and openyng of your Maieſties counſailes reſuſall to ſerue pour hygh- 
neſſe, as he hath been commannded,oppzeſſion, and manifeſt extoꝛtion 
ol your Maieſties Subiectes vſyng Jflande, and other voyages by 
the ſea:and his determination of reuẽge towardes all men with dehom 
he was offended which his owne letters, and other teſtimonies, doe de⸗ 
clare againſt him with a full reſolucion to haue put the whole of his in⸗ 
tent. ſhoꝛtly in experience and excecucion if God had not pꝛeuented it, to

¶ An act to take away all poſitiue Lawes,made 
againſt the mariage of Pꝛieſtes. 


TMJ Lthoughit were not onely better. foz the eſlimation of 
YA Va pucles,andother miniſters in the church of God, to liue 
A chaſte, ſole, and ſeperate from the company olwomen x 
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and abſtinence from the vſe of women: yet foꝛaſmuche as the contrarpe 
hath rather been ſene, and ſuche vncleannes of lining, and other great 
inconuemeẽces. not mete to be rehearſed haue folowed of com pelled cha⸗ 
ſtitie and ol ſuch lawes, as haue pꝛohibited thoſecſuch perſons the god⸗ 
ly vſe of mariage: It were better and rather to bee ſuftered in the com- 
mon wealth that thole which could not conteine, ſhoulde alter the conir- 
ſaile ol Scripture.liue in holy mariage. then feynedlyabuſe with woꝛſe 
enoꝛmitie outward challitie,o2 ſingle lyfe: Be it therfoze enacted bycur 
Souereigne Loꝛdthe king. with the aſſent of the Loꝛdes ſpirituall and 
tempoꝛall. and the Commons in this pꝛeſent parlament aſlembled and 
bythe aucthoꝛitie of the ſame, that all and enerye Lawe, and Lawes. 
Poſitiue, Cannones. Coriſtitutions, and Oꝛdinaunces. hertofoze made 
by aucthozitie of man onely, whiche doth pꝛohibite. oz foꝛbidde mariage 
to any Eccleſiaſticall oꝛ Sptrituall perſone oz perſones, ci what eflate, 
condictont,o2 degree thepbe,o2 by what name oz names ſotuer they bee 
called, whiche by Goddes lawe may lawefully marye, in all and eucrpe 
article, bꝛaunche, and ſentence, concerning onely the pꝛohibicion foz the 
mariage ofthe perſones afozeſaied, ſhalbe vtterly voyde, and of none 
effecte.

ſones afoʒeſaied as alſo ſuche whiche hercafter ſhalbe duelye and law- 
fully had,celebzate,and made,betvoirt the perſons, whiche by the lawes

to the vie of any other as is aboueſaide, by the whiche infozmacion, and 
n ſaideperſons, ſhall haue ſuche plaine knowledge o the true 
entẽt of this pꝛeſent act, and of the maner oftheir certilicate that the ſame 
perſons ſhal haue no reaſonable cauſe to excuſe them byignoꝛaunce. And

And yr the ſamecarfiiffioners 
ſcecauſe reaſonaule they ſhall eramyn the ſamepreſentours thereof and 
there vpon the ſayde commiſſloners at the ſayd dayes and place by theyre 
azrement among thẽſelues ſhal perely duryng the ſaid three yereg opẽly 
there prelixe a day at a certeyn plate oꝛ places wythin p lymites of theyr

And if it happen to be pꝛoued by witnes his owne 
conſeſſion oꝛ other lawlull waies oꝛ meanes within one yere after anye 
ſuch othe made. that the ſame perſone ſo taxed and ſwoꝛne, was of anye 
greater oꝛ better value in his goodes oz other thinges aboue ſpetified at

of had a percetued by the ſard Commiſſioners, whiche ſhall haue power, 
by the aucthoꝛitie atoꝛeſaide the ſaide commiſſioners oꝛ twoe of them to 
whome any ſuch complaint ſhalbe made by theire diſcrecions vppon the 
othe ofthe ſaide perſon ſocomplaining may abate, defalke, encreaſe, oz 
enlarge the ſame aſſelment,accozdingas it ſhal appere to them tuſt vport 
the laide examinacion and the ſame ſome ſo abated,defalked, encreaſed 
oꝛ enlarged by them to be ſtreated in foꝛme as hereafter enſueth. ſo that 
he come befdꝛe thextreates of the ſaideaſſeſſing,be deliuered bythe ſaide 
Commiſſioners, into the kinges Eſchequer.

any of the ſaid thꝛe yeres of the ſaid reliefes, neither of any parte therof, 
And that euery ſuch perſon oz perſos, which ſhalbe named and appoin⸗ 
ted(as1s afoꝛeſayd to be hed collectours,in #foz, one of the owns thee 
yeares,ſhall not be compelled to be collectour, foꝛ the other laſt yere. 
And the ſayd collectours,whiche ſhalbe aſſigned fozthe collection ofthe 
ſaied reliefes,o2 ofany part thereof and euery of them be and ſhalbe ac- 
quited and dyſcharged of all maner fees rewardes. and of euerye other 
charge inthe kinges Exchequier oꝛ els where, of them oꝛ any of thẽ by 
reaſon of that collection payment. oꝛ actomptes.oꝛ any thing cõcernyng 
the ſame to be aſtzed. And that if any perſon receyue # take any fees. re⸗ 
wardes,oz pleaſures, of any ſuch accomptant:that then he [yall foztayte 
tothe kyng foꝛ euery peny oꝛ value of peny ſo taken. xx.dð.and ſuffer im⸗ 
pziſonment at the kinges pleaſure. 1 

And after the taxing andafſeſſing ofthe ſayd yetelyreliefes (as is be⸗ 
fozeſaid had and made, and the ſaid eſtreates therof in parchment, vnto 
the collectoꝛs (in maner # foꝛme befoze rehearſed)deliuered, the ſayd cõ⸗ 
miſſioners which ſhall take vpon them the execucion of this acte, within 
the limites of theyz commiſſion by their agrements ſhal haue metinges 
together, at which meting,cuery ofthe ſaid Commiſſione rs, which then 
ſhall haue taken vpon them thexecution of any part of the ſaid commiſ⸗ 
ſion ſhall by himſelfe, oꝛ by his ſufficient deputie, truely certiſie and bꝛing

02 adminiſtratours of they2 goodes if they be then dead . ſhal ioyntly and 
ſeuerally as they were deuided within their limites, vnder theyꝛ ſeales 
yerely, during the ſaid thze yeres by their diſcrecion make one oz ſeueral 
wꝛitinges endented containing in it, al well the names ofthe ſaied Col⸗ 
lectoꝛs, by the commiſſioners foz ſuch collection and accompt in therche⸗ 
quier and paymẽt in the ſaid receipt, deputed and aſſigned, as the groſſe 
and ſeuerall ſummes . wꝛitten vnto euery ſuch collectoꝛ to receyue ; ſaid 
reliefes,andalſoall fines,amerciamentes# other fozfaitures,ifany ſuch; 
by reaſon of this act, happen to be within the pzecinct and limite of theys 
commy- 
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commiſſion to be certified into the kinges Exchequer, by the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners yerely,during the ſated:ui,yeres,befoze the daies of payment 
therol at the ſajedreceiptlimitedandappoynted. Jnwhiche wꝛyting oꝛ 
witinges indented fo to be certified, ſhalbe plamly declared gt expꝛelſed 
aſwell the whole a entier ſummes and ſumme ofthe ſaied relie fes, ſeue⸗ 
rally limited to the collection of the ſaied Collectours, as the names of 
the ſaied Collectours, ſeuerally deputedand all igned to the collection oi 
the ſaied ſummes . ſo that none of the ſaied Collectozs, ſo certified in the 
ſaid Exchequier ſhalbe compelled there to accompt oz to be charged but 
onely to. and foꝛ the ſummes limited to hys collection, and not to. oꝛ fox 
anye ſumme limited to the collection of his fellowes, but that euerye of 
them ſhalbe ſeuerally charged foꝛ theyꝛ parts limited to their collection.

And after ſuch wattingindented,whichcas is afoꝛeſaped) ſhalbe cer⸗ 
tified,andnot conteine in it the whole and full ſummes ſette and taxed 
within the limites of the ſame commiſſion the other Commillioners of 
the ſame euery ofthe ſaid three yeres,befoze the day ol payment of the 
ſaied Reliefes, at the receipte limitedand appoyntced bythis acte, ſhall 
certifie into the ſaied Exchequier by theyꝛ wꝛyting oꝛ wꝛitinges inden⸗ 
ted to be made as is afoꝛeſaied the groſſt and ſeuerall ſommes, ſet and

tified to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

And extcepte and foꝛpꝛiſed oute of thys free pardon, all and ſinguler 
perſone and perſones the ſayed. xüili. day of March, in the ycare of 
our Loꝛde Goda, M. D. l viii. pꝛiſoner oz pꝛiſoners in the Towꝛe of 
London, oz in the Flete , oꝛ whiche were in the ſayed pziſones, oꝛ anye of 
them, at any time ſince the ſyꝛſt de y ofFebzuary in the yere ofour Loꝛd 
God a. M. D. and. xl viii and are not diſcharged oute ofpꝛiſon the ſayed 
riiii. day of Marche: and alſo all and ſinguler perſon and perſons at any 
time befoze the eyght day of Marche in the laid pere of our Loꝛd Goda 
M. D. xlviii. put to death oꝛ in execuciõ by vertue of any maner ot iudge⸗ 
ment againſt him oꝛ them geuen. 

And except and foꝛpꝛiſed oute of this free pardone all and all maner 
of Treaſons done committed oꝛ perpetrated by any perſone oꝛ perſons 
in any of the parties of beyondthe Sea, oꝛ in Scotlande,by any per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons now being beyond the Sea oꝛ in Scotlande (other then 
ſuch treaſons, oꝛ petit treaſons as haue been committed perpetrated oꝛ 
done by any perſon being beyond the Sea, oꝛ in Scotlande, that befoze 
the feaſt ofthe Matiuitie of our Lo2d God, that ſhalbe in the yere ofour

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lozd God. M. D. xlix.ſhall come # make their returne and repaire, into 
this realme of England and extept all impeticions,punyſFmentes, foꝛ⸗ 
feytures peines ot death executions #tudgements, foꝛ the ſaid treaſõs. 
And furthermoꝛe, the kynges maieſtie of his eſpectall grace and cle- 
mencie.is pleaſed and contented, that it be enacted and eſtabliſhed by 
the aucthoꝛitie afoꝛeſaied, that all and ſinguler perſone and perſones, 
beyng boꝛne within this realme of England oꝛ in anyofthe kinges do⸗ 
minions, and now beyng beyond the ſca, oꝛ in Scotlande, which befoze 
the ſirſt day of Marche, in the yere of our Loꝛde God. M. D. xl viii. dyd 
five cut of this Realme of England oꝛanye ofthe kynges Dominions, 
foꝛ any high treaſon, petit treaſon myſpꝛilion oftreaſon oz foꝛ any felo⸗ 
ny, murder. oꝛ other cryme. oꝛ offence,by him. oꝛ them, inanye wiſe com⸗ 
mitted done oꝛ perpetrated ſhall by vertue of this free pardon, be clerely 
diſcharged acquited, and pardoned of all and all maner ol Treaſons, pe⸗ 
tit treaſons. miſpꝛiſion of treaſon and other offences, # crimes whatſoe- 
uer. done committed oꝛ perpetrated befoze the ſaid firſt day of Marche, 
in the ſaied yere of our Loꝛd God. M. D. xlviii. And of all maner of im⸗ 
petitions ſuites, penalties foꝛſtytures. and execucions foꝛ the ſame:Sdo 
that he oꝛ they doe come, and make their retoꝛne and repayꝛe into thys 
Realine of England on thyſſyde the ſayed feaſt of the Natiuitie of our 
Loꝛd God. M. D. xlix. N 
And alſo our ſayed ſoueraygne Loꝛd the kyng by vertue ol thys act, 

and by thaucthoatte aboueſaied. doth geue aucthoꝛitie and licence to al x 
euery of the ſaid perſon and E beyondthe ſea, oꝛ in ſcotland 
to retoꝛne, and repaire into this realme ol England x other his domini⸗ 
ons, befoꝛe the ſame feaſt of the Matiuitie of our loꝛd God. M. D. xlix. 

Pꝛouided alwaies and be it enacted by thaucthoatie afoꝛeſaied that it 
ſhalbe lawfull to all and euery clerke,z other of any office of the kynges 
courtes, withoute any fozfaiture,loſſe,o2 puniſhment to2 the ſame. to a- 
warde and make wꝛittes of Capias vtlagatum, at the ſuite ofthe partie 
playntite agaynſt any perſon oz perſons, being outlawed in any action. 
to thintent to compell the perſon oz perſons to outlawed to make aun⸗ 
were to the playntiffe oꝛ playntiffes, at whoſe ſuite he oz they were. oꝛ 
was outlawed and alſo that euery perſon and perſons,now beyng out⸗ 
lawed ſhalbe bounden to ſue a wꝛitte of Scire facias, againſte the partie 
oꝛ parties at whoſe ſuite he oz they were, oꝛ was outlawed, befoꝛe ſuche 
tyme as the perſon oz perſons ſo outlawed, ſhall take anye aduauntane 
ofthis free pardon concerning his oz theyꝛ outlawꝛy. 

And the king our Douereigne Loꝛde is contented and pleaſedto 
graunt by thaucthoutie afoꝛeſaied that it ſhalbe lawetull to all and ſyn⸗ 
guler Archebiſhops x biſhops of this his realme of England and Wa⸗ 
les to deliuer out ofpꝛiſon, and ſet at libertie, all and ſinguler thoſe per- 

ſons being in pꝛiſon, in theyꝛ cuſtody . oꝛ in the cuſtody of any ol them as 
clerke,o2 clerkes conuict oꝛ attainted, vhiche be pardoned by thys - of 
lee 
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free Pardon without any further acte oz ſuite, to be made foꝛ the allobo⸗ 
aunte of this pardon oꝛ otherwiſe, any act of parliament, Lawe, vſage, 
cuſtome,oz other thing to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

Pꝛouyded alwayes, and be it enacted byaucthozitie afozeſaped, 
that this pꝛeſent act of free pardon oꝛ anything therein conteyned ſhall 
not in any wiſe ertende,to dyſcharge oz pardõ any offence,payne, oz pe- 
naltie, doone committed, oꝛ fozfayted,bytozce of any eſtatute, 2e 
made. againſt the decaying of any houſe oz houſes ofhuſbandzy, oꝛ con⸗ 
uerting of any landfrs tillage into paſture, oꝛ otherwiſe, oz in any other 
maner, then to pardon and dyſcharge all yſſues, pꝛofites paynes, ̃ pe⸗ 

nalties, growen oꝛ due to the kinges Maieſtie, oꝛ to his late father of 
famous memozye — the eyght, befoze the laſt daye of 
March in the yere of our loꝛd God. M. D. xlix. oꝛ by reaſonof 
any ſuch offence oz offences, whiche iſſues, pzofites,paines, 
andpenalties,are playnely a clerely befoꝛe pardoned, in 
and by this pꝛeſent act of free pardon, noꝛ ſhal extend 
to geue oꝛ make ane lycence oꝛ dyſpenſacton to 
any perſone oꝛ perſones, to hold oꝛ continue 
the ſame ſo decayed, contrary to the 
fourme ofany ſuche ſtatute
